—Attention is invited to the provisions contained in sub¬ 
paras ,)1(2) and 31(3) in Part ‘B’ Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy 
(Volume II) foi April, 1977—March, 1978 regarding the import of raw materials, 
components, consumable stores and packing materials by nomince-manufacturers 
who are not the manufacturers of tnc product exported or of n product falling 
in the same seiial number or sub-serial number, as the case may be, in which the 
exported product falis 

2 On a review of the position, it has been decided to amend the .said paragraphs 
31(2) and 31(3) Hs under — 

“(71 If (.he nominee is in accordance with para 25(b) above a manufacturer 
ol any other product not covered by sub-para (1) above, the REP 
1 ^nce obtained by him will be valid for import of raw materials, 
components, consumable stores and packing materials covered by ins 
Actual User llcence(s)/Release Order(s) issued since 1st April, 1976, 
In addition, such nominee-manufacturer may also apply to the licensing 
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authority concerned, for endorsement on his REP licence of the raw 
materials, components, consumable stores and packing materials 
including items which the actual user can obtain under direct allot¬ 
ment scheme from canalising agency which are permissible to him as 
an Actual User in terms of the import policy m Volume I of the 
Import Trade Control Policy for the period April, 1977—March, 1970, 
and required by him (the nomlnee-maufacturerj in the factory m 
Which tile manufacture of the product as a manufacturer of which he 
has been nominated is undertaken. 

(3) Where a nominee-manufacturer imports any items in accordance with 
sub-para (2) above, the import will be subject to the following con¬ 
ditions/restrictions :*— 

(i) The Actual User licence/Release Order produced by the importer 
should pertain only to the factory which produces the end-product 
on the basis of which the nomination was accepted, To this effect, 
the importer should file a declaration before the Customs authori¬ 
ties at the time of clearance of the items 

(n) Face value/quantity restrictions in respect of the individual Items 
in the Actual User licence/Release Order will apply However, if 
the Actual User licence/Release Order includes any items which 
are permissible to Actual Users on a restricted basis as laid down 
in Appendix 55 in Volume I of the Policy Book the import of such 
items should not exceed 20 per cent of the value of the REP lieenc' 
and within this limit, the import of a single item should not excee< 
Rs, 2.0 lakhs in value within the value of the licence. 

(m) Where the nominee-manufacturer produces more than one Actual 
User licence/Release Order and, if a particular Item appears in more 
than one of them but subject to face value/quantity restrictions, 
the importer will be eligible to the import of that item for the aggre¬ 
gate value or quantity allowed in the said AU licence/Release Orders 
but within the everall value of the REP licence. However, if any 
such item is allowed to Actual Users on a restricted basis under the 
import policy for Actual Users contained in Volume I of the Policy 
Book for April, 1977—March. 1978, the Import of that item will be 
restricted only to 20 per cent of the value of the REP licence sub¬ 
ject to a maximum of Rs 2 0 lakhs as laid down in sub-clause (li) 
above. 

(iv) Items appearing in the Export-linked-Import list in Annexure II to 

this part will not be allowed to be imported However, in respect 
of items appearing in Col 2 of the said Annexure against the export 
products for which the REP entitlement has been admitted, the 
nominee will he allowed to import them to the extent that the said 
Annexure permits, provided he is an Actual User thereof In terms 
of the sub-para (2) above. 

(v) The facility of importing non-permissible items to the extent of 

10 per cent of the value of the licence as available in the case of 
Actual User licence will also be available in the same manner 
against the REP licence except that the items referred to in sub- 
clause (iv) above and the items falling in Part II of the banned list 
in Annexure I to this Part will not be allowed 

(vi) In the case of canalised items, direct Import will be allowed 
subject to para TS below.” .
